Washing to n, Dec. 
2 .— In an ad­ 
dress to co ng ress in jo int sessio n to ­ 
day , President W ilso n fo rm ally an­ 
no u nced his intentio n to g o to Paris 
fo r the peace co nference say ing that 
th e allied g o v ernm ents hav e accepted 
the principles enunciated by him fo r 
peace and that it is his paramo unt 
du ty to be present. 
The president said he w ill be in 
clo se to uch by cable and w ireless and 
th a t co ng ress w ill kno w all that he 
do es o n the o ther side.

that the French and B ritish g o v ern­ 
m ents had remo v ed all cable restric­ 
tio ns o n th e transm issio n o t news 
o n the peace co nference to America, 
the president said he had taken o v er 
the American cable sy stem o n ex pert 
adv ice so as to make a unified sy stem 
av ailable. 
The president ex pressed a ho pe that

Saving is the utm ost need of the 
United 
States today. 
Link ed with 
this is the need of increased produc­ 
tion. W ith enormous w ar bills to pay 
and billions needed for reconstruction 
work , the necessity for the ‘conserva­ 
tion of money, m aterials and labor is 
apparent. 
The sale of $2,000,000,000 or $4,000,* 
000,000 worth of W a r Savings stamps 
will not begin to m eet these needs. But 
the W ar Savings campaign inculcates 
the habit of saving not only of money 
but of m aterials and labor, and thus 
helps to provide for the nation’s needs. 
T he secret of Germany’s power to 
endUre as long as she did was in the 
fact tha t the Germ an people learned 
the difference between the essential 
and the nonessential. They learned It 
long before the w ar and applied it 
•most rigidly ever since. Germany cen­ 
tered all her energies for years on the 
production of necessities and w ar sup­ 
plies. 
H er people recognized her war 
needs and met them. 
The cry from the government is that i 
there m ust be greater saving and pro­ 
duction. 
Officials declare that every 
ounce of material, every hour of labor 
and every strok e of energy must be 
used in producing necessities. 
They 
point out that there are not enough 
work ers and m aterials to turn out the 
v ast am ount of food, clothing and shir)13 
tha t we m ust have and a t the same 
tim e produce all the things we would 
lik e to have. 
Therefore we m ust use 
less so tha t they may have all they 
need. 
Money is of no avail to the govern­ 
m ent unless it can buy material. 
In 
this connection the W ar Savings Com­ 
m ittee for Illinois lays stress on the 
fact that if we save religiously to buy 
W ar Savings stamps, and in so doing 
use less of the products of our farms 
and factories, the money we save will 
enable the government to purchase ma­ 
terials we have refrained from using. 
The question of how to product 
more has been ask ed many times and 
answered in almost as many different 
ways. 
Rut in nearly all the answers 
emphasis is laid on the need that ev­ 
erybody work . 
Personal work , pleas­ 
ures und desires m ust be subjugated 
to the country’s needs. And today the 
country has no room for Idlers of any 
class. 
Another point emphasized is that all 
w ork ers must put in lull time. 
Halt 
time, the government says, fails to pro­ 
duce sufficiently and has the same ef­ 
fect as if fire or subm arines destroyed 
half of what the United States sent 
to the boys in France. 
The third point is that all work 
m ust be done 'according to the sys-

to Europe. 


Exports from this country since It 
entered the w ar have k ept starvation 
from Allied Europe and have main­ 
tained the health and strength of those 
who have been bearing the brunt of 
our battles, so that they could hold 
out to victory. 
Now that hostilities 
have ceased we must assume the add­ 
ed burden of k eeping starvation from 
increasing its toll upon the millions 
who have been liberated from the 
Prussian yok e. 
Famine would undo 
the work which has been accomplished 
In freeing the world for democracy. No 
stable government can be established 
and maintained by a nation harassed 
by hunger. 
A starving people turns 
to rioting and anarchy. 
Food has 
given strength and courage to the na­ 
tions fighting for democracy; it must 
now give the nations strength and 
tranquillity to re-establish themselves 
in freedom and democracy. 
Without our help It would have been 
absolutely impossible for the Allies to 
maintain a living ration. 
Since our 
entry into the w ar we have been con­ 
tributing largely to the support of one 
hundred and twenty million people 
whose normal food supplies have been 
cut off, whose production has fallen 
almost to tlie vanishing point, whose 
fields have been devastated by Ger­ 
many. 
The food ex'ported from the 
United S tates in the past year has 
been sufficient to supply fhe complete 
ration of twenty-two million people. 
It is hard to grasp the magnitude 
and 
significance 
of 
the 
assistance 
which lias been lent the Allies by the 
patriotic, 
voluntary 
service 
of 
the 
American people. 
The food we sent 
abroad last year would have been suf­ 
ficient to feed one-fifth of our popula­ 
tion. 
And this was done in spite of 
the fact that we entered the year with 
short crops. 
Our surplus was practi­ 
cally nothing. 
An overwhelming pro­ 
portion of the food that left this coun­ 
try last year was saved out of the nor­ 
mal home consumption of our own 
people. 
In spite of difficulties met In inter­ 
nal transportation and shortage of 
ocean tonnage our food exports last 
year amounted to a figure that a few 
years ago would have been unbelieva­ 
ble. Even the most optimistic element 
of our population faced with anxious

The government urges that every one 
practice economy and saving in order 
that there be the least possible compe­ 
tition with the government in the pro­ 
duction and procuring of materials 
needed for the reconstruction program. 
That is why restrictions have been im­ 
posed upon building operations, the 
manufacture of automobiles and many 
nonessentials. 
Frank A. Vanderlip, whose efforts 
did much to educate tho American 
public to the doctrine that It was nec­ 
essary to save money , materials and 
labor to win, believes the war savings 
campaign should be made a permanent 
branch of the country ’s financial sy s­ 
tem. 
As a means of obtaining the most 
effective co-operation of individuals 
and groups in the war savings move­ 
ment the government is considering 
the possibility of making war savings 
societies a more Important and vital 
factor in producing this result.

Washington, D. C.— (Special.)—Ac­ 
cording to a report made to the United 
States Public Health Service, the epi­ 
demic of influenza in Spain has al­ 
ready caused an increase in the preva­ 
lence and deaths from pulmonary tu­ 
berculosis. 
A similar association be­ 
tween influenza and tuberculosis was 
recently made by Sir Arthur News- 
holme, the chief medical officer of the 
English public health service, in his 
analy sis of the tuberculosis death rate 
in England. 
In order that the people of the Unit­ 
ed States may profit by the experience 
of other countries Surgeon General 
Rupert Blue of the United States Pub­ 
lic Health Service has Just issued a 
warning emphasizing the need of spe­ 
cial precautions at the present time. 
“Experience seems to indicate,’’ say s 
the Surgeon General, “that persons 
whose resistance has been weakened 
by an attack of influenza are peculiar­ 
ly susceptible to tuberculosis. 
With 
millions of Its people recently affected 
with influenza this country now of­ 
fers conditions favoring the spread of 
tuberculosis.” 


On e M illio n Co n su mp tives in th e 
Un ited States. 
“Then y ou consider this a serious 
menace?” was asked. 
“In my opinion 
it is, though I hasten to add it is dis­ 
tinctly one against xvhich the people 
can guard. So far as one can estimate 
there are at present about one million 
cases of tuberculosis In the United 
States. 
There is unfortunately no 
complete census avnilnble to show ex­ 
actly the number of tuberculosis per­ 
sons in each state despite the fact that 
most of the states have made the dis­ 
ease reportable. 
In New York city, 
where reporting has been in force for 
many y ears, over 35,000 cases of tu­ 
berculosis are registered with the De­ 
partment of Ileulth. 
Those familiar 
with the situation believe that the ad­ 
dition of unrecognized and unreported 
cases would make the number nearer 
50,000. 
The very careful health sur­ 
rey conducted during the past two 
y ears In Framingham, Mass., revealed 
200 cases of tuberculosis in a popula­ 
tion of approximately 15,000. If these 
proportions hold true for the United 
States as a whole they would indicate 
that about one in every hundred per­ 
sons is tuberculous. 
Each of these 
constitutes u source of danger to be 
guarded against” 


W h at to Do . 
In his statement to themubllc Sur­ 
geon General Blue points out how 
those who have had influenza should 
protect themselves against tuberculo­ 
sis. “All who have recovered from in­ 
fluenza,” say s the Surgeon General, 
“should have their Rings carefully ex­ 
amined by a competent phy sician. 
In 
fact, it is desirable to have several ex­ 
aminations made a month apart. 
Such 
examinations cannot be made through 
tho clothing nor can they be carried 
out in two or three minutes. 
If the 
lungs are found to lie free from tuber­ 
culosis every effort should be made to 
keep them so. 
This can bo done by 
right living, good food und plenty of 
fresh air.” 
Dan g er Sig n s. 
The Sifrgeon General warned espe­ 
cially against certain danger signs, 
Mich ns "decline” and “colds which 
hang on.” 
These, he explained, were often the 
beginning of tuberculosis. 
“IT you do 
not get well promptly , If y our cold 
seems to hang on or y our health and 
strength decline, remember that these 
are often the early signs of tuberculo­ 
sis. 
Place y ourself at once under tlie 
care of a competent phy sician. Tuber­ 
culosis is curable in the early stages.

AT PEOPLES CHURCH 


Rev. G. H. Ashworth, of Sy camore, 
discussed the coming peace confer­ 
ence most interestingly and intelli­ 
gently before a large audience at his 
lecture at the Peoples church Friday 
evening. 
He said in part: 
Tho world is becoming of age. 
It 
is lay ing aside its childish methods 
and selfish ambitions to clothe itself 
with the more serviceable garments 
of spiritual ideals that 
are more in 
keeping with its moral manhood. 
It 
is growing unto the 
stature of per­ 
fection in the sunlight of God’s in­ 
finite love and justice. 
Palace of Civilization 
The world war has destroy ed the 
old prison houses of the monarehial 
political ty pe and it now remains 
for us to enlarge an,d adorn the num ­ 
erous national houses 
of 
liberty , 
building them into the palace of 
civilization. 
This palace must be 
founded upon the principle of a di­ 
vine humanity . 
It must be warmed 
and illuminated by the spirit of uni­ 
versal brotherhood. 
It must be over­ 
arched by the sky of peace and pros­ 
perity . Its atmosphere of charity and 
justice must give spiritual power to 
the souls of its occupants. 
Tt must 
he builded in the midst of time and 
placed beside the roadway of life to 
guarantee the progressive develop­ 
ment. of the human race. 
And no 
peace conference ever addressed itself 
to so great a task as the approaching 
congress will have in clearing away 
the wreckage of war and building the 
palace of civilization for the housing 
of humanity . 
Those Preparing tho Menu 
Those who gather around the peace 
table or mold the issues to be dis­ 
cussed there will be men of faith 
and spiritual wisdom; men of mental 
convictions, moral courage, and h u­ 
manitarian sy mpathies. 
They will 
be statesmen who put public good 
above private gain; political econo­ 
mists who have traced through his­ 
tory the struggle for justice; jurists 
who are acquainted with internation­ 
al law and able to securely law the 
foundations of a world democracy ; 
college professors who know how to 
put in literary form the moral and 
spiritual ideals of nations; and phil­ 
anthropic women whose 
study 
of 
motherhood enables them to know the 
inalienable rights of children and the 
environment in the midst of which 
they should grow up. 
Conspicuous among the problems 
that will be placed upon the peace 
table will be the following:

Minimizing 
and

W ith the A. E. F., 
Nov. 10, 19 18. 
Dear Folks: 
Well this 
is 
Su nday, 
ab ou t 5 
o’clock and the chu rch b ells are ring­ 
ing. 
This afternoon ou r b all team 
won a game, 5 to 
8, and ou r volley 
b all also won 15 to 1. 
I did not get 
(o see the games as a b u nch of we 
sergeants w-ent to see an old castle 
ab ou t t^ o miles from 
here. 
Tho 
fou ndation was laid 
in 1200 
b u t 
wasn’t finished u ntil 1422, then re­ 
modeled in 1833. 
I don’t know why 
it took them so long to finish the 
b u ilding. 
The b u ildings themselves 
will cover ab ou t 2 city 
b locks, 
all 
made of stone and a high stone wall, 
ab ou t 10 feet high, all arou nd 
tlie
